Kcnplojcs. The request of Powderly 
wa* granted to the extent of four mem- 
bers of tbe council. Tbe chief executive* 
of the federated order* met him in the 
city of Buffalo, viz F. P. Sargent. gi»Bd 
tnaitcr of the brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive firemen and piesident of tbe su- 
preme council; George W. Howard, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Conductors, sod vice pruldeM of

supreme Council. E. Wllki-on, 


Krsnd master of tbe Brotherhood of Rail-

Trainmen, and Prank Sweeny, 


grand master of the Switchmen's Mutual 
Aid M«ocialion. 


At the conference with Powderly at 


' Buffalo, the member* of the supreme 


council bec»"e sstisfled that tbe officials 
of the road, by cve.j consideration ot 
fair *"d honorable treatment of the

Powderly and adopt some just plan for 
tbe adjustment of the grievance ot the 
striklnc employe*.

iplanatlon whatever for bis conduct, 
disregarding the fact that the corpora- 
Ion for which he plays the autocrat is a 
hlng created by law* In the making of 
irblch the men he seeks to degrade bare 
a roice, which once unified will bring 
hi* corporation to the bar of justice.

On a prominent boulder just be- 
fore tbe Seven Falls come In sight i* 
painted, tbe advertisement of a Denver 
photographer In black letters six Inches 
high.
